KON-TIKI (Shepeck ’52) 


The very best seedling that was in my planting for trial purposes was Kon-Tiki, an 
exceptionally early light rose that presents a clean spike with securely attached florets. It 
should become a great commercial gladiolus. 


KON-TIKI grows to a field height of 50"’ and builds 25”’ flowerheads which carry 7 open 
florets, and 5 colored buds on an 18 bud spike. The soft colored lavender rose florets with 
their white centers are of 4%4’’ size.
